Mr. Raymond Morley of 17 Pleasant St., Ipswich, a computer 
engineer by profession, had been walking Cranes Beach with his 
dog on the afternoon of September 10, 1981. At about 2 p.m. he 
finished his uialk, got into his car and was driving home along 
Argilla Road (see map). He had gone only a short distance, app¬ 
roaching the top of a hill uihere he usually looks down over the 
marshes. From time to time he has seen deer Drowsing on the marsh 
and thought he would see some on this afternoon. Instead, he saw 
an object traversing the marsh in an east-to-west direction (he 
first thought that it was a small boat travelling over the drain¬ 
age ditches common to east coast marshes). 

He then realized that this was not a boat since it was about 
ten feat off the ground and moving at a rapid rate...much too fast 
for a boat (he estimated the object was about 3/4 mile from him). 

The object was silver in color, cone shaped, somewhat like a 
missile, having no flame, smoke or other exhaust. It was in view 
for at least eight and perhaps as long as fifteen seconds. It made 
a right-angled vertical turn (90 degrees) and rose quickly until 
lost to sight. The witness points out that it did not disappear 
into the clouds but that it simply "vanished".

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Further details: the object had a pointed end like a rocket 
ship. The object had no >iings/ no tails nothing like an aircraft 
would have. It utas estimated to be 13-22 ft. long and about 10 ft. 
from top to bottoms viewed sideways. The object did not shine 
brightly but was more like tarnished aluminum common to aircraft 
on operational status. 

Sighting Area: 


, The area of this sighting is well known to this re¬ 
porter. It is flats salt water marsh with numerous ditches tra¬ 
versing the marsh. There is small woodland growth interspersed 
throughout the marsh and deer browse here regularly. There is 
little large growth to which one might make a comparative ref¬ 
erence regarding size of an objects at least longitudinallys 
and even less to compare horizontally. The witness used his 
knowledge of small aircraft to estimate the size of the object 
viewed (he travels 2500 air miles each week to service medical 
facilities around the U.S.). 

Man-made-object Check: 


After interviewing the witness and visiting the sites I can 
only conclude that Raymond Morley did see some objects rocket 
shapeds silver in color like burnished aluminum. With his large 
amount of air travel it is evident that he knows and recognizes 
aircraft. His description of what he saw rules out astronomical 
objects. The speed and 90 degree ascendancy of the object would 
rule out conventional aircraft. The fact that the object was seen 
only 10 ft. off the ground would indicate again that the object 
did not conform to any type of conventional aircraft or 
balloon. 

Sighting Evaluation: 


With the above mentioned criterias the fact that Ipswich has 
been the site of much recent UFO activitys and considering Mr. 
Morley's scientific backgrounds one would have to 3llow that this 
report be taken at face value. 

I was impressed with the sincerity and sense of wonder that 
Mr. Morley showed during my interview. There was no UFO literature 
evident at his home and he gave no indication of knowledge or pre¬ 
knowledge of MUF0N or UFO dates etc.

The fallowing is a listing of Close Encounters of the Third 
<ind that have been reported from the six Neui England states. They 
are an extract fro* HumC3t/ a computerized catalog of humanoid 
reoorts prepared by the author and Ted Bloecher/ the full version 
of u»hich will be available from the Center for UFO Studies in the 
near future. 

The catalog is random-accass coded and stored on a local corn- 
outer. At present it contains over 2300 specific case entries dating 
oack to 1896 from all over the world. It is probably tne most com¬ 
plete catalog of CEIII reports in the world. 

HumCat was develooed lay the Humanoid Study Group CHSG) which 
was formed in 1974 by Ted Bloecher and the author and is associated 
with MUFON and CUFDS. 

The listing is organized in twelve columns of information. These 
columns are coded as follows: 

Col.1 “ RATING: This represents an attempt to objectively classify 

tha quality or comoleteness of the report that we 
have on file. Ratings from "1 M to "5" are in order 
of increasing quality; e.g./ a first-hand report 
with good documentation might rate 3 or 4. a "3" 
means the case has been evaluated as a probable or 
possible hoax; such cases also have an M X” in the 
third column. 

Col.2 - rlUlCAT CASE NO. 

Col.3 - DEGREE OF ASSOCIATION 3ETWEEN THE ENTITY AND UFO: 

A: Entity seen only inside UFO. 

3: Entity observed getting into or out of UFO. 

C: Entity observed in immediate vicinity of UFD. 

D: Entity observed independent of UFO* but there is 
local U = 0 activity at that time, 
c; Same as D but with no UFO activity. 

F: Communication experienced during a CE/ but no entities 
actually observed. 

3: Witness is taken "on board" a craft/ either voluntarily 
or by aoduction. 

Col.4 - DATE: The listing is by tha last two digits of the year/ 
montn and day. Prefixes indicate that the resort 
occurred before ("-")/ or after ("+") tha date/ or 
that it is approximate ("="). Letters in the "day" 
position refer to early ("E")/ late ("L") or in the 
middle ("M") of the month. A suffix letter/ A/ B/ etc./ 
indicates more than one report for that day. 
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Col.5 - TIME: 3iven as local time on the taenty-fojp-hour clock. 

Three-digit codes are self-explanatory. Prefixes 
are as aoove. 

Cols.6, 7 and 3 - COUNTRY (here all USA); STATE; CITY on T3WN. 

Sol.? - WITNESS LOCALE: The immediate vicinity of the fitness whan 

the sighting occurred. 

501.10 - REPEATER: A "t" indicates the witness has reported more 

than one CEIII. 

501.11 - NUMBER of WITNESSES: The total lumber of witnesses to an 

entity sighting. "M" means "many". 

Col.12 - LAST NAME of PRIMARY WITNESS(ES): If the name is confidential 

only the first letter of the last name is listed. 


The catalog listing itself is preliminary, incomplete and constantly 
being updated. A full version of HumCat is being prepared for pub¬ 
lication. Any comments, corrections or additions to this list is 
solicited. 


The seventy-five new England CEIII cases included here cover a 
long time oeriod dating back to 1938. Forty two (55%) have occurred 
since 1972, mirroring the worldwide incidence of close encounters 
in general in the 197C's. New England also had its share of reports 
(ID) in 1973, the year of a significant United States JFO wave - one 
of the largest in history. Seven reports came from 1967 during a gen¬ 
eral wave of activity in New England and around the U.S. and the world. 
The four cases from 1939 ware oart of a wave of airship reoorts. 

In New England, Massachusetts has contributed the greatest number 
of cases - 32 (43%), bjt eight of these involved one family in 
Middleton (see the author's report in the Newsletter of JAN 1930 or 
= S R , Vol. 27, Nos. 1,2 ). The eighteen cases from New Hampshire again 
illustrate that that state is a "hotbed" of UFO activity despite its 
low population. Connecticut contributed fourteen cases and Maine, 
nine. 


Breaking the reports oy the Entity/UF3 Association, Twenty- 
seven (35%) of the CEIII reports involved a degree of, at least, 
inferred association between the two (types A, B, or C). In a rather 
surprisingly large fraction, again twenty-seven of the reports, no 
JFD was observed to be associated with the entity (types 0 and E). 
= ioally, type 3 cases, which include alleged abductions, comprised 
seventeen percent (thirteen) of the New England sample. This compares 
with a worldwide percentage of twelve CEIII cases of Type G. 
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A specific tine is listed for sixty of tha seventy-five reports. 
3f these sixty/ more than half occurred in the early evening hours 
from 7p. n. to nidnight. Even in our small local sample uie find peaks 
in the 10—11 p.m. and 2-4 a.m. time periods. Such oeaks have been 
reoorted in nearly every sample of close encounter reports; J. Vallee 
has referred to this phenomenon as the Law of the Times. 

Finally/ in fifty casas the number of witnesses is given. Not 
surprisingly/ twenty-seven (fifty-four percent) involved a single 
witness/ whereas eighteen (thirty-six percent) had tuio witnesses, 
rive involved three or more witnesses) these were topped by the 
Andraasson case where nine family members observed the entities/ 
and a newspaper report from Natick/ Massachusetts in 1?0? that 
claimed that "scores'* of people observed an airship passing over 
that city.

A DISTURBED MAN....ANC AN OLD STORY 
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wINCHE-STER-/ MASSw-F'B. 5r 1967

Tne following/ related by the sister of the man in the title/ in 
a July/1931 latter/ resulted from ner long oistance shone call to Ray 
Fowler. She hoped that help could o e found for har brother/ no’ii self” 
committed to a New England mental hospital. She had thought/ after 
reading Jetty Andraasson's story that perhaps hypnosis could unburden 
ner brotner of the inexpressible something that may nave been 
related to his experience pith a U"0 years ago. While no beneficial 
arrangement mas possible due to a number of reasons not pertinent to 
this relation/ the detailed story as she wrote it was confirmed in 
the files of Stave Putnan. 


Attentive readers of the following will notice an apparent time 
discrepancy that has never been explained. The two-thirds mile trio 
should have taken the boy approximately thirty minutes. He should thus 
have arrived home shortly after five/ yet the sister reports him home 
after six that evening - an hour unaccounted for. 

Steve Putnam/ it turns out/ was the investigator on the scene 
the day after. He had heard about the case while lecturing in the 
Winchester public scnools on February 6/ 1967 and was able to talk 
with the witnesses that same day. Steve's original notes and sketches 
which he has kindly agreed to provide for this article/ nave the 
youngster reporting tha object at 5:4C pm. Was this the time of his 
first sighting/ or/ perhaps tha beginning of nis second? If so/ tha 
times related in the letter can not be right. If 5:43 pm represents 
the time of the second sighting/ howaver/ tne possibility of a time- 
lapse still exists for he was said to be well on the way home by that 
time and should have arrived before six. 

Unfortunately/ at this late d3te there can oe no resolution. 


The disturbing elamant suggested here is the possible existence 
of people with impaired behavior resulting from UFO experiences 
■which nave no means of coming to conscious memory. This is a new element 
in a decades-old mystery that we may begin to near more and more about 
in tha coming years/ and/ indeed/ that we should be on the look-out 
f or. 


The sister's letter: 

The story/ from what I learned in talking to my brother/ mother 
and sister (follows). H y brother was in the 6th grade at the time and 
my sister was in the 9th grade. 3oth attended the public schools (I 
remember saying to my mother that my brother was only in the 6th grade 
and couldn't make up a story like that especially since he had no in¬ 
dication of oeing inclined to relate anything like that-either lies 
or stories from anywnere). 
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It was about lata aftinoon/ about 4: DO/ when my brother started 
n o m e - h e was suoposed to be home between 4: DC and 4: 3 D (I believe it was 
around the time uhen it gets dark earlier). About 1/3 of the may home 
ne saw something in the sky going up and down a little and moving 
across over the trees just ahead of him. It was making a weird noise 
and he said he had never heard the sound before and therefore could not 
really relate it to anything familiar/’ for me. He triad making the 
sound and described it as whirring and kind of "high". I asked him if 
it was constant/ and made a steady sound for him. he said no/ that it 
went eeh/ eeh/ eeh/ eeh/ kind of drawn out/ too. 

Ha said tne thing started coming closer down towards him and he 
got scared and turned around and ran as fast as he could back to his 
friend's house where he had been and ran inside the front. He said the 
thing had started chasing him. He was out of breath and tried to tell them/ 
and they ran out in the yard (oarents/ children/ etc.) and could not 
see anything. 

After my ;o rot her was "collected”/ he started home again around 
4:30/ and it was about dusk-had just started to get darker. He was 
about halfway home when he heard it over the trees again and looked 
up. This time he said it was closer than wnen ne had first seen it 
he saia it was too late to run back again and started running towards 
none but it started to come closer and closer...well/ he had gotten 
home! I asked what it had looked like. He said it was long/ rounded/ 
orownish-like and had lights! a big white light in front/ some lights 
on top/ sort of reddish and a lot of white lignt or yellowish light 
coning out of the bottom! something like fire but he knew it wasn't. 


I said/ "Well/ what happened/ did you stop or did you run?". 

He said/ "I don't know/ I was really scared. I guess I must have 
run because somehow I got no me." He said that when he went into 
the nousa every one had already started eating supper (they usually 
eat 6:00-6:30). Horn saia they had waited for him but he was late 
end they coulcn't wait any longer/ so had started without him. He 
told his story at the table and my sister left as soon as she could 
to go up to they bay window in my mother's room (facing east) to see 
what sne could see. Horn said my brother was "really serious". 

My sister said she immediately saw one outside above the trees 
and that it seemed like she could almost touch it if she reached out/ 
out maybe not! it was probably further away than she could really tell. 
I don't know if she exclaimed or not/ but my brother went up and it 
had gone by the time he joined her at the window. 

My sister described hers as circular. I asked/ "Like a olate?"/ 
and she said/ "Yes/ but not flat.". She said it had all these lights 
on it-ali around the edge-white lights-dottad around. I asked/ "On the 
outer rim?"/ and she said yes. She said there were colored lights and 
areas or. top and sort-of a round window (described further like a 
bubble/ and that it was lighted up and tnere may have been something 
inside. She said there was light at the bottom toe but not the same 
kind of light as on too (see tne sketches from Steve Putnam's original 
investigation made the day after tne sighting-ec.). I asked if it was 
like fire or orange and she saia it looked like very white light. 
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I Crew pictures for both of them but at separate times until 
thay thojgnt I had a pretty good image- Thay were lika this: 



At tha time they and everyone believed thay saw two different 
things. However/ 1 it could have been tha same thing but seen at 
sligntly different angles and descriptions of different mental 
perceptions. 

I first heard of this story when I talked to my mother the night 
after it happened/ and latar/ I questioned my brother and sister on 
tha weekand. I asked my mother why she hadn't callad me before at my 
apartment or st work. She said she didn't think it was important and 
that sne was tired that evening and just sat in a chair/ read and fell 
asleep. I thought it was incredible that they would have stories like 
that. She said the children's friends heard about it and some students 
in the high school Philosophy Club that afternoon told their speaker 
Ca UFO lecturer 'ey coincidence) about them. He called my mother to ask 
if he might come out that afternoon or the following (I can't re¬ 
member which one). 

She wasn't sure if she wanted him but finally said OK. My mother 
thought it was rather bizarre and couldn't get over what he was saying 
about JF0s. He talked to my brother and sister seriously and believd 
tnem. I asked if she did not believe it and she said how could she 
know anything like that/ and that she just couldn't really think about 
it. A a all knew dad wouldn't say anything because he had never con* 
tenplated bizarre or intangible topics like UFOs. 

As time went on we occasionally referred back to the incident/ 
more times earlier/ then as time went on/ less and less - I don't 
think they've said anything about it for the past six years or so. 

Noil recently/ my brother and sister acknowledge it vaguely/ but refuse 
to talk about it. At least my brother does) my motner says she vaguely 
remembers it/ but doesn't believe it. My brother is adamant about it 
and it makes him nervojs/ so he'd rather not discuss it at all. He 
says he was pretty scared. After reading "The Andreasson Affair"/ I 
thought there were similarities between the book and my brother's 
experience. I suggested/ or tried to/ in a delicate way/ that my 
brother try being hypnotized/ but that was dropped quickly when T 
realized neither would be willing.

dreams (sea Newsletters of Jan./ Apr. IP 81 for dream contents). 

Fron a case witn shining orosoects for information recovery/ we 
.iad ancojntered on; frustration after another. The family's vacation/ 
the ooy's three-week illness/ and the following family difficulties 
whicn culminated in their decision to leave the state immediately/ 
nad prevents cl all out cursory examination of tne case's follow-up events 
and the actual events of tne experience. 

Now/ in the middle of the family's moving arrangements/ we descended 
to conduct a hypnosis-like procedure termed 'reverie' to gain what 
additional could be gained. ■ 

Tne induction procedure took only minutes. 3 e n / familiar with the 
facts of the css?/ conducted the questioning. This was advantageous 
for the reason tnat ms fresh perspective Centering the investigation 
late) might result in the eringing forward of material overlooked by 
the initial investigating team. 

wnat oecame immediately apparent was that there had been changes 
in tne boy's memory regarding the nearly four montn old events - and 
no dream connections! 

Some of the cnanges seemed significant. This jas discouraging) it 
imoiled that the further one got in time from the events of a case/ 
the less likely one was to get an unrestored relation of the events - 
oarticjlarly tne details. There is/ possibly/ an exception to this 
oiosarvstio.o/ and it lies in a theory which will be discussed further 
on wne.n we consider dr?ams and their meanings. 

However/ the changes from the original story included at least 
two that were cnown changes of fact. The youngster/ in Aoril/ thought 
na had not been wearing a religious medal and that his trousers were 
tan in color/ at the time of tne incident. A pnotograpn t a < e n on the 
night of tne incident shows nim with the medal and wearing blue trouser-

The Dreams 

Aitnougn ue had origina.lly suspected that the bay's dreams night 
represent an aspect of his experience that was 'real' out unrenembored/ 
ns mere never able to connect the dr-earns uiith any conscious memories/ 
or tnoughts induced under Hypnosis. 

Tms writer has become convinced tnat tne dreams represent 
attempts of the boy's unconscious mnd to integrate his conscious 
J F 3 experience/ conerently/ into the rest of his life's expediences. 

The pointer to this interpretation came in the boy's incorporation 
of tne image of Amelia Earhart in his dream) a day or two after the 
oo/'s experience w? learned from his parents that ne bed recently 
studies the life of the fa nous American aviatrix ln school/ and there 
oad been speculation r.bout the reason tor her disappearance. Her 
mystery had become incorporated into tne mystery of his own ex- 
oanence. 

There are many theories of the nature and meaning of dreams. 

-or many decades the Freudian interpretation held -:way. The basic 
Freudian view is tnat dreams are wish *ullfiilmsnts. That is/ needs 
and desires not able to be gratified consciously r^e experienced in 
disguised or symbolic form as dreams. Seve-al categories of dreams 
are jn account ad for in tms theory) * or instance/ problem solving 
dreams like the oencene ring dream of \ e !< u 1 e. 

Tne Freudian insights on d re a, ms h n v e been generalized further, 
dreams have been defined as products o■* two factors iaoslecl tension- 
release and trial-perception) l. e. / attempts to satisfa. cto-aly explain 
to the self a not-jnclerstood experience by unconscious trial and 
;r*or C see article in the 1?7 3 edition of tne Erittannica/ V o1. 7). 

A cybernetic interpretation o * dreams nas been advanced in the 
last few years/ as well (Z). In this model/ the brain is hypotnesized 
to process information m computer terms. There is/ (according to the 
model) an immediate/ o ^ dynamic updating function i n wnich information 
is placed in short-term memory/ and also a delayed incorporation of 
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3 >,i3:ry material into long*t ?ni i?nory. ’h> Latter is * e rni’rd - th»t-*rre4. - 

jp bating and is assumed to need the state of sleep to function. I r e a m s / 
says tne tneo r y / a's toe images '■esulting f rom tne interpretation 
of tna i r. c o h -a r a n t r s m a i n cl s r unable to o e successfully incorporated 
into m em c r y. 

Interestingly/ then? is experimental evidence in support of d?f erred 
updating. In 1 '1?/ it was found 'that oarts of a tocnistoc opically 
ores anted stimulus picture pare registered outside the subject's 
consciousness/ these subliminal elements entered tne subject's 
awareness after a delay of some time/ when the subject was in a generally 
altered state of consciousness/ such as dreaming or hallucinating' (3). 

This is called the 3 o 1 2 1 effect/ after its discoverer/ Otto 
3 o; 2 1/ and it suggests a possiole explanation for the increased 
recall of details in our case. However/ the exoerimental conditions 
under u n i c h this affect was discovered and the events of our case 
seem remote. Tne possiole connection still is wortn considering. 

One of the latest dream t.oeories is called the Activation 
oyntnesis hypothesis. It states that '...internally generated sens¬ 
orimotor information/ uhicn is partially random and martially 
specific/ is ... compared with stored sensorimotor data in tne 
syntnesis of are am content.' (-►). The key element of this Hypothesis 
is tnat dreams are motivationally neutral and more the result of 
random stimulation from a portion of the lo-ain called the oontive 
reticular formation. 

Outside of the theories relating dreams to o r a l n function there 
is tne less studied area of dreams being t.ne perceptions of the non- 
material bodies uhicn are claimed to be coexist u11 h tne physical. 

Jnder this hypothesis the dream is a direct perception in an out- 
of-body state. 

In this case the Amelia Earls'"* connection is better explained 
in terms of the brain oriented tneories. 

It seems to tne writer that all tnese theories have at least 
one common element/ that at some stage/ the dream is drawing on 
information that is available as tne result of some expedience 
pertinent to tne subject matter of the dream. 

Tne Activation Syntnesis hypothesis woula/ oerhaps/ attribute 
me boy's JF1 cream to tne nearness in tim* of tne 11 : 0 incident as 
the d r s ci n cause ratrer than an attempted resolution of a situation 
in human terms. If this is so we snould expect the great majority 
of dreams to be di^sotly related to events in nearby time. Tnis 
writer has not seen data to support that supposition. Instead/ it 
would seem more productive to view dreams Cat least anxiety dreams) 
as attempts at resolution of mentally unresolved tensions. As such 
*.he looy'u dreams t al< j on a certain evidential duality that provide 
s u o p ort for nis claims.

Tha hoax Possibility 


Although viewed as supporting the hoy's claim/ tha dreams are 
tenuous evidence/ at bast. What does serve as tha strongest testimony 
of tne boy's veracity is claarly the m a r k on his chest. Is there a 
possibility that this could have been an artifact? Lat us assune for 
tha no me .it that it was; it then nust have been aopliad either before 
tna arrival of tna investigators or during the time of the initial 
investigation. We nave the parent's statement that tna coy was not 
informed tnat investigators would oe arriving so n> had no cnance 
to preoare before tha interview and no motive * 0 r apolying the mark 
before ha returned from ms scout meeting. luring the time of tha 
interview ne excused himself twice to go to the bathroom. He was gone 
for only two or three minutes each time and returned with ms scout 
smrt still on and with nothing unusual about its arrangement. At 
tha request o * the investigators/ he retired to his bedroom u/ith his 
stepfather to undress, he returned/ oarechested/ with the mark clearly 
visible. We would nave to say that if the nark were an artifact it 
was mtiuged or applied in the oathroom sinily/ or in tne bedroom with 
the aid of his stepfather. 

It was clear from tne visual and tactile inspection of the mark 
that it was not the result 0 * abrasion (the skin was smooth and not 
scratched) or cosmetic (running the finger over the mark removed no 
powder or coloring agent), was it the result of omening tne skin? 

An exa mination of the ohotograoh indicates tne difficulty involved 
m pinching the observed pattern in the area in whicn it aopears. 
Furthermore/ recording to the mother/ the mark was still evident 
tne following morning/ only with more sharoly defined edges. These 
facts require the collision of at least one parent/ if not both, 
jnce again/ there was no motive) in ‘set/ because of the personal 
oroblens tne family was exoeriencinc/ a noax might have nad very 
negative consequences. 

A lurious Inconsistency 


There is one fact in the case tnat is difficult to exolain. At 
the time tne boy was outside anci presumably osralyced/ his mother had 
spent several minutes washing dishes in front of a kitchen window 
:nst was directly in line with tne location in which tne boy said he, 
was standing during the er. counter. Cnly a light/ transparent/ curtain 
covered the window) yet she saw no light of any kina during the inter¬ 
val of tne encounter (see copy of photo).

Thematic Aoerception Test. 

Comparec to what was avail?ole in his school record* no significant 
cnange in caoaoilities or interests was found* nor did the testing 
indicate sever: emotional disturnances. Tha possibility of mild 
seizure disorder mas suggested (petit mail* a condition found present 
also in a small tested sample of suspectsci poltergeist agents (5).
